In home 633 for instance, the 
number of hand saw cuts saved by actual count is 3,943. To cut this 
material by machine is but a few hours' work for one sawyer and 
a lumber handler. To measure, mark and cut it on the building 
lot takes days for a whole crew of carpenters. The figure of 30% 
time saved is an average of the figures given us by customers all over 
the country.

Bundled when necessary for easy sorting 
and handling. We guarantee that every piece of framing lumber is of proper and sufficient size and 
strength for its purpose.

All Studding spaced 16 inch on center, CuUo-Fu, Single plate at bottom and double plate at top 
of all walls and first floor partitions. Single plate on top of interior second story partitions. 

Headers and Trimmers, around all window and door openings are doubled. 

Sub -Flooring, 1x6, No. 2 yellow pine, tongued and grooved, Cut-to-Fit, and marked. Sub-flooring 
is furnished for first floor in all houses.

CHANGES IN CONSTRUCTION— Different climatic conditions 
prevailing in different part-s of the country sometimes make alter- 
ations advisable in stock specifications. Where desired, these 
changes can be made and we will be glad to submit you revised 
prices.

THERE is an unusual air of hospitality 
about this home. The big porch 
extending outward invitingly and the 
substantial air of it, makes this fine res- 
idence uncommonly attractive. The de- 
sign of the roof with three intersecting 
gables is unusual and remarkably effective 
m this type of home. The broad eaves 
supported by timber brackets, the wide 
8 inch siding and the craftsman barge 
boards serve to enhance the low hanging 
lines of this true bungalow. 

The porch with its solid rail can easily be 
screened and makes a wonderful outdoor 
living room.as it is exposed on three sides. 

The door into the living room opens at 
the side. This is a splendid big room, 
full 23 ft. by 13 ft. 3 in. inside measure- 
ments. The fireplace in the middle of the 
front wall is flanked on each side by two 
big windows and a large window in the 
side wall makes this an extremely sunny 
and pleasant room in winter and unusually 
airy and cool in summer.

►TTiHIS beautiful home is one of the most popular designs we have 
■ ever shown. It has been built in practically every State in the 
Union, and adds distinction to any community where it is erected. 
Note that there arc two splendid floor plans shown — each with a different 
catalog number— for this one design. There is small need, to impress 
upon you the beauty, the convenience, and excellence of this home. 
The exterior could not be more imposing or pleasing — it is indeed a 
beautiful home, inside and out, no matter which floor plan is chosen. 

The impressive features of this home are the fine proportions 
obtained — the broad eaves, the big stucco pillars, the heavy brackets 
supporting the quaint hood over the entrance; the attractive front door 
and side lights, the two quadruple casement sash on either side, with 
the two flower boxes set below them, are welcome additions that serve 
to emphasize the fine harmony that prevails throughout. 

Notice particularly the fine balance obtained in proportioning the 
windows of the second floor. Hold in mind, as you study this plan, the 
living comforts afforded by the sun porch and sleeping porch.

In 535 the front door opens from the attractive hooded stoop into a large hall. 
To the left is a cased opening leading into the beautifully proportioned living 
room: the fireplace is placed m the middle of the inside wall: opposite it is a beau- 
tiful French door leading onto the sunporch. To the right another cased opening 
leads into the dinmg room which is lighted by the casement window in the front and 
the two windows at the side, making a most cheerful and airy room; plenty of 
wall space has been provided for the necessary dining room furniture. In Plan 
535 the door leads directly into the kitchen which is supplied with our large 
kitchen case design D, as shown in the color section. The sink is placed right 
under the twin window and the cross ventilation furnished by the two windows 
makes this a cool and dehghtful place to work. A very convenient arrangement 
in this plan is the service hall directly behind the main hall. The rear door opens 
into this. The cellar steps go down from it and a short flight of steps leads tap 
connecting with the mam stairs, giving all the benefits of a separate back stair- 
way. Space for the ice box is provided in this entry; also a closet which can be 
'used for coats, brooms, mops, etc. 

Upstairs there are three fine chambers and a maid's chamber each with a 
separate closet and each with cross ventilation provided. The bath opens from 
the hall and is equally accessible from all the bedrooms. A built-in linen closet 
IS also provided, which opens from the hall near the bathroom door in the handiest 
possible place. This linen closet is similar to that shown on the colored section 
m this book. Over the front hall and entrance is built a dressing room which is 
arranged as an alcove from the principal front chamber, and to which access is 
also had from the hall. This can be used as a little upstairs den or sewing room 
as well, and is one of the most attractive features about this home. The wonder- 
ful large sleeping porch, which is a part of this plan, opens from both chambers 
and IS one of the best liked elements of the whole home. Note that the two 
windows at the back of the stair hall provide an abundance of light and ventilation 
and help to make the whole upstairs cool in summer and cheerful in winter.

THE same front exterior exactly is provided for Home 
535-B. The difference in the plan is noted as soon as 
one steps inside the door. A vestibule has been pro- 
\ ided here with closets for coats on either side. The fireplace 
is against the outside wall, flanked by two French doors which 
lead onto the wide porch beyond. In 535-B the dining room 
is slightly larger, a serving pantry has been added and the 
kitchen arrangement has been changed. To provide this 
extra space an extension has been built on this side of the 
house. This also enabled the architects to plan for a down- 
stairs lavatory,

Note that the serving pantry is provided with a large built-in case in 
which dishes, glassware and dining room supplies may be stored. The 
work table extends under the window. The kitchen case is still pro- 
vided in the kitchen and is arranged to adjoin the sink which is placed 
under the twin windows. Here the twin windows are at the back and the 
single windows at the side. The enlarged kitchen also permits the addition 
of a clothes chute and a broom closet, both of which are great conven- 
iences. From the front hall a passage hall leads back to the rear hall and 
entry. A door from the rear hall gives access to the lavatory and another 
door leads down into the cellar. The ice box is placed in the rear entry 
right next to the back door where it can be easily iced and is in a cool, 
protected place, yet is right handy to the kitchen. There is no direct out- 
side door from the kitchen, making this a warm room in the winter, while 
the abundance of windows keep it cool in summer. 

Upstairs a considerable change has been made in the plan. The large 

chamber "D" has been provided with a large closet opening from it. The 

closets for the two bedrooms on the opposite side are placed between the 

rooms, thus permitting considerable additional space to be thrown into the 

center chamber or sewing room. There is a big closet opening from this 

room, and the fine light and ventilation, and the good size of the room make 

it a really delightful bedroom,. The bathroom is at the back with a linen 

closet opening from the hall opposite. Note the location of the clothes 

chute. The sleeping porch is provided in this plan as in 535. Owing 

to the stair arrangement it is not possible to interchange the upstairs floor 

plans of 535 and 535-B.

THERE is nothing more charming 
in modem architecture than the 
adaptions of the ideas of our 
grandfathers to modern bungalow de- 
sign. Colonial architecture owes its j -i t 
charm to fine proportion, balance and beautiful entrance detail. In 
designing this home our architects have kept these facts in mind, and 
have developed an exterior which is conspicuous for its beauty today and 
which will be in good taste for all time to come.

Note there are two special cases, one near the sink and the other 
in the rear wall ; also a work table under the rear window with shelves and 
drawers underneath. In the rear entry is another case over the refrig- 
erator, giving a wealth of storage room in this house. Combining the 
rear entrance with the grade entrance saves space and money and gives 
a more convenient arrangement here. 

A door from the kitchen leads into the center hall and another door 
from this hall into the living room permits one to go directly from the 
kitchen to the front door, without making a circuitous trip. Note there 
is a linen case built right into the wall opening into this center hall. This 
case is exactly like that shown on page 16 of this book and is furnished 
complete at no extra cost. 

From the hall, doors lead into both bed rooms and the bath room.

HERE is a home after the English manner — a type 
which is rapidly increasing in favor — which offers 
about all any six room home can have.

This case is our design "C." The 
table is immediately under the win- 
dow, a fact which assures plenty of 
light. 

The outside rear door and basement 
stairs lead from the entry off the 
kitchen, where there is also space for 
the refrigerator, easily accessible from 
the kitchen and the outside door, to 
the delight of both the ice man and the 
housewife. 

While discussing the accessibility of 
the basement, it is worth while to know g 
that it extends under the entire house, 
thus assuring plenty of room, not only 
for the furnace and coal rooms, but for 
fruit cellar and laundry as well. These 
rooms can be well lighted with the six 
cellar sash that we supply. 

The upstairs hall which takes up no 
unnecessary room brings one to the 
bath, linen closet and three fine sized 
bed rooms, all with good closet space. 
The linen closet is of our stock design. 
The bedroom to the right affords 
three closets, an unusual luxury, in- 
deed. It has also been especially 
favored with windows in three direc- 
tions. 

For all practical purposes, the second 
floor rooms are of full height ceilings, 
except for a small portion in the win-

dow projection where it drops to a point of 7 feet 
from the floor. Clever planning provides for an air 
space overhead, and so assures cool rooms on hot 
days and nights. 

The attractive shingled walls add greatly to the appear- 
ance of this home.

HE charm of the true Colonial is perennial. Born in a day when 
"home" meant comfort, and good living and open hearted hospi-

Note the fine proportion of the big living room, and 
the volume of light it receives from the two triple windows and the French 
doors on either side of the fireplace. The dining room, too, is excellent in 
proportion and wall space. 

The planning of the hall is a real achievement. Back of the dining 
room it is offset enough to allow a passage down to the grade door, thus 
permitting one to go directly into the house from the garage or to go 
directly down cellar or out of the back door without passing through the 
kitchen. This arrangement of hall and stairs also permits a combination 
stairway so that one may go directly upstairs from the kitchen. There is 
a hall closet from this stair landing— also a coat closet off the vestibule. 
The pantry is fitted with Case "A" and a closet as well. Note that it 
is lighted with a window right over the worktable. The kitchen has 
Case "C" next to the sink, and a broom closet as well. Cases are illustrated 
on page 16. There are three windows in the kitchen. The refrigerator is 
placed in the rear entry, where it is cool and where the ice man can get at 
it without disturbing the kitchen.

\FTER building this house, Mrs. Rose 
/-\ Wright of Hooker, Oklahoma, wrote

The illustration gives only a faint idea of 
the attractiveness of this house. The roof is 
a simple gable, with nothing to break its lines 
except the heavy barge board and the exposed 
rafters of the cornice. The walls are covered 
with clear siding to the belt course m the 
gables. Above this Perfect Edge Grain red 
cedar shingles are used, laid alternately 2 
inches and 7 inches to the weather. 

The front porch is excellently designed. 
The architects have given careful thought to 
size of the columns, to the sided rail, and to 
the shingled effect in the gable ends, so as to 
give a touch of originality to this charming 
house. This is further emphasized by the 
Colonial windows and the San Diego bevel 
plate front door. 

The interior arrangement is especially sat- 
isfactory. The twin windows flood the living 
room and dining room with sunlight. The 
bed rooms also are well lighted and ventilated. 
This latter point is particularly important, 
especially when you wish to patch the stray 
breezes of a warm summer night. 

Large closets are provided for each room, 
while off the hallway, a special linen closet is 



installed. This is similar to the one shown in 
the color pages, and is almost indispensa- 
ble for the storage of bed linen. Chamber B is 
connected with the bath room by this small 
hallway. 

From it a stairway leads to the attic. Here 
the height from the ridge board to the floor, 
which covers the entire space, is 7 feet.

THIS home stands out from the great number of hip roof 
houses because of its excellent lines and proportions. 
The interior of this comfortable square house is just what 
the exterior represents it to be — airy, light and convenient. 
Every room has two exposures, assuring an abundance of air and

The stucco above the belt course and the siding below adds to 
the modern present day exterior.

THE architecture of Holland has always been famous for its picturesque quality, 
and we owe much to those splendid homes built in New York and New Jersey 
during the early days of our country, by the Dutch settlers.

THE simple lines and good proportion of this substantial looking 
house are specially set off by the big front porch, the wide box 
cornice and the dormer windows. It is the simplicity of design, 
carried out in the entire plan which in part has made this home so 
popular.

THIS IS not an expensive house, but it has 
a most attractive exterior. Its lines are 
all simple and practical with nothing to 
detract from the harmony of plan. Good 
judgment has been used in achieving the bunga- 
low ideals of simplicity and coziness and above 
all practicability.

THE wide overhanging eaves, double 
front gable, timber brackets and 
shingle walls are all typical of the 
true craftsman bungalow. The brick pil- 
lars supporting the porch columns con- 
tribute a vSolid, substantial, well-rooted 
feeling to the whole home. The combina- 
tion porch and open terrace is a partic- 
ularly pleasing feature. The plan contains 
many unusual and pleasing features. 

The living room is made cheery by the 
big fireplace at the end which is balanced 
by two windows. The wide cased open- 
ing gives both living room and dining 
room the advantage of the space and 
light of the other.

In No. 537 the upstairs is simply a floored attic. In S37B the 
upstairs is finished off as shown in the upstairs floor plan. 

A VIEW of the outside of this house at once gives you the 
L\ impression that this would be a most livable place. It's a 
^/a. home that attracts the passerby because of the lines of the 
long sloping roof, the quaint dormer window and the effect 
of the shingles and siding divided at the belt course. _ The use of 
cottage windows, a corresponding door and the boxed-in porch are 
all characteristic of good design. 

When someone comes in on a stormy, windy night the occupants 
of the living room will appreciate the fact that entrance is made 
into the vestibule. And the coat closet at the right of the vestibule 
is the most appropriate and convenient place for wraps either m 
winter or summer.

IN this design is exemplified one of the pronounced 
trends in modern small house architecture. The 
vogue of the two story Colonial Home has brought 
to the attention of the public, the remarkable charm of 
the Colonial Cottage.

THE severity of the straight lines of the 
roof is relieved by the graceful sweep of 
the quaint entrance. The fan light above 
the panelled door is typically Colonial. The 
exterior of this home is stucco. 

One enters the hall through a roomy vestibule. 
At the left is a good sized closet for coats. The 
passage directly back leads on into the kitchen.

THE exterior of this home has a definite 
charm in its substantial lines and 
appearance. The porch is large and 
roomy with four square columns and boxed 
rails of siding. This style of porch is most 
practical because screens or sash can easily 
be placed in the openings, with the minimum 
of expense and effort.

EVEN a hasty glance at the above photograph and the accom- 
panying floor plan will bear evidence of the fact that there is 
an undoubted distinction to be found in this home.

The kitchen opens off the dining room, and access may likewise be 
gained to it, by means of the center hall, which connects with the 
reception hall and at the same time with the basement stairway and 
grade door. The kitchen itself is provided with our kitchen case 
design "B". An illustration is shown on page 16. 

The location of the bath room just above the kitchen means the 
greatest saving to you when the plumbing is being installed. Near to 
the bath room is located the linen closet, a most convenient feature. 
This we furnish with the house. 

Each of the three large well lighted chambers has an unusually large 
closet. This must win the heart of the one whose problem it will 
largely be to find a place for everything. For how much more easily 
everything can be kept in place, if the closets are adequate. 

Furthermore, no room can be enjoyed without an abundance of air 
and light. This fact also has been kept well in mind when planning 
the second as well as the first floor.

IN this home is another pleasing variation of the 
standard, ever-popular, square house. The pop- 
ularity of a square house efficiently planned is 
deserved because of the wonderful opportunities it 
represents in Home Utility — not an inch "of waste floor 
space. 

The plain hip roof of the porch of this substantial 
home conforms to the lines of the main roof — all open 
cornice shows exposed rafters. Throughout this 
design you'll find a pleasing harmony of detail. Note 
the Colonial windows and doors. Also the solid boxed 
rail of the porch which makes it possible to enclose it 
with screens at small cost, adding much to the comfort. 

The outside walls are sided to the belt and shingled above;

Opposite the cased opening, in the dining room is another 
big twin window, in the front wall looking out on the porch is 
another good-sized window. 

These openings permit good air and light, both essentials in 
present-day living. 

The kitchen is entered from the rear by the grade door. 
This room though small and compact is a model of convenience. 
The kitchen case is style "C", as shown on page 16 in this 
book. The two windows, one in each outside wall are placed 
to best advantage. The housewife will enjoy her duties with 
every essential so convenient.

The outside walls are sided to the belt course, 
having Red Cedar shingles above it._ A cream 
paint for the siding with brown shingle stain 
and white trim, would be appropriate for this 
type of house. 

The generous proportions of the porch with 
its boxed rail and shingled gable, the Monterey 
front door, and the exposed rafters beneath the 
wide cornices are all features that are especially 
good. 

The great big living room entered directly from the 
porch and having an open stairway at the back, pro- 
vides a wealth of space for even a large family. It is 
connected with the light airy dining room by means 
of a cased opening.

THE lines and proportions observed in the 
porch make this home especially attractive.
